The Melrose BID quickly removes any graffiti that has come to our attention 
on public property / right of way, including sidewalks. The BID also 
reports graffiti on private property, such as that pictured, through 
MyLA311, which usually responds pretty quickly. We monitor all cleanup to 
make sure that it is properly completed. Yvette Neal's Pacific Graffiti 
Solutions is, we believe, the City's approved vendor for Melrose. 

We agree that the abuse of Johnny Rockets is a horrendous extreme. We have 
talked with Commanding Officer Rolando Solano (who, in turn communicated 
with Captain Sandoval) about our request for increased Patrol on Melrose, 
particularly in the late night hours, 11 PM to 4 AM. What does such 
extensive graffiti say about the time gap between patrol cars passing the 
site? It suggests to me that too little patrol coverage is in place for 
proper coverage. Assuming that "diminished patrol resources" is going to 
be a long-term Departmental / Wilshire Division fix, perhaps Captain 
Sandoval can work with us to bring about the deployment of alternative 
resources such as "eyes & ears" program resources for our area. Clearly
